The sale was not finalized, 
however. On the day before the 
auction, AMA Trust transferred 
ownership to a new entity, AMA 
Corp., which then filed for bank- 
ruptcy. The last-minute transfer of 
the deed means the bids and depos- 
its from the auction will be held for 
45 days while the bankrupty issue 
is resolved in the courts. 

Callahan, the Crestar Bank 
attorney, filed a motion to block 
the bankruptcy claim, citing 
Virginia Law which prohibits a 
transaction intended to delay, hinder 
or defraud creditors. Doyle Cul- 
bertson, son of the current owner 
Cecil Culbertson, indicated that the 
Chapter 11 filing was an attempt to 
buy time to arrange additional 
financing. "We had people inter- 
ested in providing financing, but we 
couldn't get it in place soon

Royston Jester, III '31, of Lyn- 
chburg, Virginia, died July 12, 1994, 
at age 80.

Following graduation from 
AMA in 1943, I enlisted in the U.S.
